THE SAVAGE cuts in budget 
allocations by the government to 
higher education have resulted in 
financial and academic crises for 
the universities. Pulling no 
punches, this was the message 
delivered by Abe Harman, presi- 
dent of the Hebrew University of 
Jerusalem, at the recent meeting 
of the Board of Governors. 

“The situation is very, very 
gloomy,” Harman told me in an 
interview after the meetings of 
the board were over, ‘‘and there Is 
no point in trying to sweep our 
troubles under the carpet. We 
have reached the point where we 
are endangering all that we have 
accomplished during the last 50 
years. One.of the great 
achievements of our people dur- 
ing this period ig that we have 
delivered by Avraham Harman, 
president of the Hebrew Universi- 
ty of Jerusalem, at the recent 
meeting of the Board of Gover- 
nors. 

Some people adyance the anti- 
egghead argument that 
scholarship is a luxury which a 
poor developing country, like 
Isral, faced with overwhelming 
security and economic problema, 
cannot afford. 

“T have heard this argument 
that Israel can't afford to support 
us in our {vory towers ad nauseam, 
and it is just arrant nonsense, On 
& purely practical level, the con- 
tribution of our graduates to the 


. Gefence industries, agriculture, 


engineering and health hag been 
immense. ἢ = 
“Having highly qualified: 
academics gave Israel the edge 
over the Arabs all these years. It 
fs worth mentioning that our 
acientisits and other academies, 
don't experience the interriational 
reanesien that has been our lot in 
6 political area. Their contacts . 
with the international Sonne 
and academic communities are of 


- great importance to the nation."

some hard facts. There has been 
a sharp decline in government 
support for the universities ever 
since 1973. In the year October 
1976 to September 1977 we got only 
5 per cent more moncy, although 
the rate of inflation was above 30 
per cent. In the following year we 
were treated somewhat better, 
but the budget was calculated on 
an inflation rate of 25 per cent, 
when it was really far higher. 


“Our expenses don't mark time. 
A university budget is made up of 
salaries and what we call the 
working budget, which covers 
maintenance, books, journals, 
equipment and supplies Ike 
chemicals. The cost of all those 
{tems has risen steeply in dollar 
terms, let alone in terms of Israeli 
money. A book that once cost $20 
now costs $85. We are also tremen- 
dous users of energy, and the cost 
of energy has soared. 

-"“What did we do to meet the 
situation? We have not reduced 
the academic faculty, but we have 
slashed our adrninistrative per- 
sonnel, and we have reduced the 
standard of our services. Ad- 
ministrative personnel does not 
mean only typists and clerks — it 
also covers laboratory assistants, 
engineers, technicians and 
everybody who ia not an 
academic. We have cut this staff 
by 15 per cent. We have cut other 
items, such as books and journals 
and equipement, by 88 much aa 50 
per cent. 

“We have created virtually no 
new departments, unless we could 
manage to do. so with the. same 
staff, But we can't take on now 
people, or promote younger men, 
till older people retire. By and 
jJarge, the average age of our 
faculty is low, and the ‘drop-out 


due to retirement will also be low -

“Twenty to 25 years ago we 
were far behind in most of the 
sciences. An enormous effort was 
needed to reach the stage we have 
reached. Now we're in real 
danger. If we don't attract the 
best of the younger people into 
academic life, we can pack up. 
You can slide back very fast. 

“Working conditiona are ap- 


year for & piece of equipment to be 
repaired. ‘We're short of books, of 
everything. Then there has beena 
disastrous erosion in the salaries 
of university personnel. During 
the last decade, the salaries of 
academics have declined by 20 to 
80 per cent in real terms. This 
didn't happen to anyone else. 

“We're linked to the public aec- 
tor. Efforts were made to freeze 
salaries in grades in the public ser- 
vice. But civil servants still get 
promotions under an automatic 
grade scheme. For the 
academics, promotion fs by merit 
and standards have become 
aterner and sterner. 


“The situation is absolutely 
ridiculous. A full professor with . 
years of tenure geta IL8,000 to . 
IL9,000 take home pay. This is 
about a.third to a sixth of what an 
equivalent professor gets abroad.

“Then there are now increased 
difficulties in getting tenure, He 
may be in his late thirties before 
he gets it. How can we attract the 
best young minds when this is all

“In every generation there are 
some people who are interested in 
scholarship. The scholar does not 
expect magnificent financial 
rewards, but he must receive an 
adequate living wage. 

‘As things are, no self- 
respecting young person can af- 
ford to indulge 8 passion for the 


academic life in Israel. He either 
. goes abroad, or enters business or 


industry." 


‘ABE HARMAN does not deny that 


the academic staff is facing 
overwhelming difficulties; in- 
deed, he stresses the problems 
they face. 

“And now here’s a curlous 
paradox. The government takes 
away with one hand, but with the 
other urges us to prevent yerida 
and to encourage the return of 
yordim, and new immigration. 
These are admirable aims, But 
-how on earth can we achieve them 
under the present clrcumstances? 

“That's the position — we have 
crossed the red line of danger. But 
I don't think the situation ia 
irremediable, although it will 
become so in a very short time, 
The country has to decide what it 
needs, it has to determine its 


priorities, and then it has to be - 


prepared to pay for what it wants, 
“I don't believe that all the talk 
we’ have indulged in since Ben-

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A FEW kilometres down paat the 
“Sea Level" signpost, another 
sign on the Jerusalem-Jericho 
highway announces, ‘To Neb! 
Musa." 

A narrow road leads over a few 
kilometres of undulating, barren 
landscape. The building com- 
pound enclosing the shrine, folded 


_into the yellow-brown desert 


terrain, appears suddenly — high 
walla, rising minaret, numerous 
white, turret-like domes. A notice 
at the. entrance explains Neb! 
Musa is a protected holy site, and 
accordingly, demands proper 
behaviour, 

Nebi Musa in Arabic means the 
shrine of the Prophet Moses. 

The . building complex encom- 
passing the shrine has two 
stories; {t once served as a khan 

— the ‘‘mote]" of earlier Middle 
Hast days. There are at least 25 in- 
dividually domed rooms on the se- 
cond floor alone, and more on the 
ground floor. The compound 
encloses two. large courtyards 


| which are mostly skirted by 
balconies. ‘The entrance to the 


mosque is through the smaliér 


northern courtyard. The prayer 
room floor ia covered by woven 


mats. A smaller room to the right, 
with an entranee ΟΣ the prayer 
room and a separate outside door, 


‘serves. as the alleged aite of the 
“tomb"’. of ‘Moses; within is δ᾽ 
large built-up aepulchre.

River, where the Bible says Moses 
died and was buried in an un- 
known sepulchre. 

How is it possible that the 
Moslems marked this site with a 
shrine as Moses‘ grave when the 
Bible ia very explicit? At least one 
guidebook (written by a Jew) 
desoribes Nebi Musa as a. 
cenotaph, that is,.a tomb erected 
in honour. of a peraon buried 
elsewhere, But no local Moslem I - 
have asked admitted that this Is 
not the actual burlal site. : 

Perhaps the Moslem choice was 
based on an interesting bit of 
geology. A certain type of rock 
found in the vicinity burns with a 
Ὦϊμ6 flame, apparently without 
being consumed. This bituminous 
stone, containing hydrocarbons, 
has long been used as a fuel by 
pilgrims to these parts. It is called 
hajar Nebi Musa, the stone of 
Prophet Moses. . 

The courtyard of Neb! Musa is 
paved partly with this stone. 
Perhaps Arab Moslema connected 
the burning atone with the burning 
bush. . 

The Nebi Musa compound, in- - 
cluding mosque and khap,: was 
built in 1269. A festival of Nebi 


_ Musa is first mentioned in‘written .

The battle for Haifa 


AFTER HAVING overrun Halfa 
in an all-out thrust to restore nor- 
mal life and communications, 
Haganah forces in a 80-hour battle 
beginning at noon on Wednesday 
crushed ali resistance, occupied 
many major buildings forcing 
thousands of Arabs to flee by the 
only open escape route — the sea. 
At noon on Thursday the Arabs 
sued for a truce through the Ar- 
my. While the final toll of Arab 
casualtles will probably not be 
known for days, the number of 
dead and wounded was described 
=f Haganah Radio as "ποῖ very 
high." 


“Official sources in Jerusalem 
reported 100 casualties in Amin 
Hospital alone, while other 


a] wounded were being taken to 


Cunningham’s communique 


Sir Alan Cunningham, the High 
Commissioner, cabled a report on 
the Haifa battle to the Colonial 
Secretary in London on Friday. 
The text, released by the Public 
Information Office in Jerusalem 
on Saturday night, read: 


The Jewish attack on Haifa was 
a direct: consequence of con- 
tinuous attacka by Arabs on Jews 
in Halfa over the previous four 
‘days..The attack was carried out 
by the Haganah, and there was no 
maasacre. : 


Arabs In Haifa were thus 
themselves responsible for the 
outbreak in spite of our repeated 
warnings. Far from refusing to in- 
tervene, the Military Commander 
at Haifa did everything possible to 
stop the fighting by negotiation, 
and himself presided at two 
meetings yesterday in an 
endeavour to arrange a truce.

A CONSTRUCTIVE MINISTER 


Housing Minister Gideon Patt describes a novel approach to urban renewal in this interview with MEIR MERHAV. 


TEN MONTHS in the office of 
Minister of Housing and Construc- 
tion seem to have tempered Gi- 
deon Patt's economic liberaliam, 
His bubbling plang for sweeping 
reforma and other bright ideas in 
his first weeks in the ministerial 
chair had to be tested against im- 
mediate concrete problems that 
have to be solved under con- 
straints that are difficult to lift 
overnight. 

Patt's anawer to these problems 
and constraints is, happily, 
pragmatic. Here and there he atlll 
Insists that he has not abandoned 
hia alm of curbing government in- 
tervention — but when he 
describes the actual solutions for 
the problems, it ia clear that he is 
out to solve tham by whatever 
means at his disposal. If 
neceasary, that will include direct 
government intervention. 

This fs no surprise, for the main 
problems he has to solve — con- 
sidering thelr urgency and his 
tight budget — cannot simply be . 
left to tha untrammelled forces of 
the market,

- I mentioned to Patt that many 
people believe Sharon hag ulterior 
political motives in reatricting ur- 
ban State-owned land within the 
Green Line. Patt, who is con- 
sidered a hawk among the 
Liberals (a ‘functional’ hawk, he 
says) gives a cryptic answer: The 
way to populate Judea and. 
Samaria is not to dot it with 
settlements that have no in- 
frastructure — it ia to set up 
viable communities, Making 
things difficult in Jerusalem, 
Safad, Tiberias or Tel Aviv will 
not attract peaple to Judea and 
Samaria, he adds. 

Tho day after our interview Patt

Together with the independent 
building starts, in response to 
higher prices, there should be 
enough flats to satisfy re- 
quirements by the end of 1979, he 
says. 

But meanwhile the shortage has 
already put apartments out of 
reach even for a young couple 
with some means of its own. What 
does the Minister plan to do about 
that? 

In reply, Patt discloses that he 
plana to build some 15,000 two- 
room apartments for rental to 
young’ couples. : 

"Why only two rooms," I ask. 
“Tt you are going in for public 
building for rent, then why not 
provide the young couples with a 
longer -term solution? Nine 
months ago you increased the 
area of flats entitled to official 
mortgages and argued that this 
will prevent overcrowding and the 
creation of new slums — are you 
not now doing the same thing?" 

Patt says that these are two 
different things. The rental flats 
are intended to give the young 
couples time to accumulate some 
funds, and to provide an incentive 
to purchase a flat of thelr own 
after a few years, Thereby, the 
stock of rental flats will not have 
to grow constantly. 


I CONFESS that I suspect that 
there is more to this small-scale 
building than the attempt to get 
the people out of these apartments 
and into their own within a few 
years, By 1979, the shortage may 
become serious, and the number 
of flats that will be needed must 
be squared ‘with the budgetary 


Umitations. There is simply not 


likely to be enough money to bulla 
bigger flata. 

But Patt hopes to get another 
15,000 flats for rental from private 
owners, There are, he says, some 
30,000 empty flats in the country, 
owned by indlviduala who bought 
them as investments or for their 
children. They do not rent them 
because income tax makes ‘it un- 
profitable, 

Patt therefore wants such ren- 
tal income to be exempt from in- 
come tax, atleast up to a mit, He 
hopes to persuade the Finance 
Miniator to do that as goon as the 
present hullabaloo over wages {8 
over, . x ϑ .

Practice. 

Although I do aot generally 
return to the same subject so 
quickly, Thave made an exception 
this time — partly to deal with the 
question of whether the back-to- 
breast-feeding movement is 
merely a foreign (mainly 
American) importation, or 
whether !t has any local roots. 

For the answer, I went to see the 
Person who should know most 
about local infant-feeding prac- 
tices. She is Dr. Anat Kalir, the 
paediatrician who, since early 
1876, has been director of the 
national unit of maternal and 
child health in the Ministry_ of 
Health. In everyday language, she 
heads Tipat Haley (literally, drop 

“of milk), the vast network of 
public mother-and-child cliniea 
which serve 85 per cent of the 
child-bearing population. It fa ob- 
vious that Tipat Helav is the coun- 
try's greatest single source of in- 
formation on infant feeding. 

I was encouraged to find that 
Dr. Kalir herself is a. staunch ad. 
vocate of breaat-feeding. So much 
50 that when she took a master'a 
degree in public health at the 
University of California, her 
thesis subject was “attitudes of 
young women towards breast- 
feeding."" She has prepared a 
questionnatre which wit! heip her 
to do research on the aubject here, 
and hopes to carry out auch a 
study as soon ag funding ‘ia 
available, : a

FOR NEWBORNS who are bottle- 
fed, Tipat Halav recommends an 
initial formula of two-thirds cow's 
milk to one-third water, plus one 
teaspoon of sugar per 200 grams. 
It advises mothers to go on 
diluting the milk for four weeks. 

As for the introduction of other 
foods, Dr. Kalir says that Tipat 
-Halav, on her inatructiona, 
recommends that breast-fed 
bables get no supplement except 
Vitamin A and D drops until some 
time in the fourth month, when 
fruita, vegetables and cereals are 
added gradually. 

La Leche today recommends 
nothing but breast-milk for the 
first six months. Dr. Kalir showed 
me‘a recent statement by the 
Israé] Association of 
Paediatricians, which 
recommends full breast-feeding 
for four months, but adds that no 
nutritional deprivation is caused 
by persisting in full breast- 
feeding for six months. 

Despite signs of an increasing 
stress on breast-feeding within 
Tipat Halav , there are likely to be 
many women for whom the public 
Clinica do not provide sufficient in- 
formation or help on the subject. 
The fast-growing La Leche 
League 15 showing increasing in- 
terest in the Hebrew-speaking 
local population. The seven 
leaders accredited so far all have 
English ag their mother-tongue, 
but there ia to be more emphasis 
on conducting meetings in 
Hebrew and translating the inter- 
national publications into 
Hebrew. .
